Faggots fall 
foul of US 
good taste 
watchdogs 

THE Black Country dish of 
faggots was just too “offal” for 
Dudley Council’s internet secu¬ 
rity system, which decreed it to 
be a “profanity”. 

The bizarre ruling came to light 
during an email exchange between 
former Dudley mayor, Councillor Mrs 
Pat Martin, and retired solicitor John 
Sanders over letters about food that 
he wrote to a national newspaper. 

The council’s Sophos system inter¬ 
cepted a reply from Councillor Martin 
to 76-year-old Mr Sanders, of Wollas¬ 
ton Court, Stourbridge, and returned 
it because “it contains the following 
profanity: faggots”. 

Upbraided 

The original word was in a message 
to Councillor Martin from Mr 
Sanders, explaining that, over the 
years, he had various letters pub¬ 
lished about food, including his 
father’s hot cross buns, his mother’s 
faggots and Keith Boxley’s pork pies. 

When she tried to reply, the 
message fell foul of the security 
system and she ended up having to 
text a message on her mobile phone. 

“Pat rang me indignantly to say 
that she had been upbraided by 
Sophos, who could not distinguish 
between my mother’s Black Country 
delicacy, faggots, and Oscar Wilde’s 
chums,” Mr Sanders said. 

Councillor Martin contacted the 
council’s internet security team, who 
explained that Sophos was a US 
system and “faggot” was on its list of 
profane words. 

The team agreed to restore the good 
name of the Black Country speciality 
by removing it from the banned list.

“The Wishing Well scheme is won¬ 
derful, April is still on a high and it’s 
all thanks to everyone who helped 
make the day happen and for the hos¬ 
pital’s support in ensuring children 
like April are made to feel special 
during a very difficult time.” 

Dreams 

April has to take steroids every day 
to control the symptoms and after 
spending most of her Christmas in 
and out of Russells Hall she is due to 
attend Birmingham’s Children hospi¬ 
tal later this week to see a specialist. 

Steve Ford, who has been a volun¬ 
teer on the children’s ward since 


1983, said: “April has always said she 
would love to ride in a horse and car¬ 
riage and we thought by making her 
a princess for the day that it would be 
the perfect time to allow her to do 
this. 

“It is brilliant to see the children so 
happy and with the help of the 
Wishing Well and its supporters it’s a 
great way to give youngsters the 
chance to make their dreams come 
true.” 

April was first diagnosed with neu¬ 
romyelitis optica (NMO) last Novem¬ 
ber when she was admitted to 
hospital having lost the use of her 
legs and the sight in her right eye. 

The disease affects the optic nerves 
and spinal cord. 

The special treat was last Friday, 
but the magic of the day carried over 
into half-term week with April still 
wearing her princess outfit at home.

A BLACK Country day care 
centre forced to close under 
social services cutbacks 
could be relaunched soon. 

The centre, based at The Regis, Old 
Hill, was axed within a week of a final 
closure notice at the start of the month 
after funding from Sandwell Council 
dried up. 

Many of the 30 elderly who used the 
service were left in tears when the 
news was broken. Sandwell Social 
Services, which rented space at The 
Regis and provided staffing, have 
moved their day care provision eight 
miles away to Manifoldia Grange, 
West Bromwich. 

Now, owners of the Art Deco land¬ 
mark in Reddal Hill Road are calling a 
public meeting on Thursday, March 3 
at 7.15 pm to discuss the possibilities 


of resurrecting the day care as a 
private enterprise to serve people in 
Dudley and Sandwell. 

Directors Carole Jenkins and Tony 
Billingham, who also run nursing and 
care homes business Carlton Care 
Group, believe there is still a strong 
demand for the facility which offered 
old people the chance of a day out with 
entertainment and social interaction. 

And they pledged any new opera¬ 
tion would be “on a strictly break-even 
basis.” 

The business partners, who own 
seven residential homes in the Black 
Country, are expecting a good turnout 
for the meeting. Mr Billingham, of 
Halesowen, said: "Last year we held 
an open forum at The Regis on demen¬ 
tia care and we were staggered by the 
response. There was big turnout and 


we were able to offer help and advice 
to many people. 

"What clearly was apparent, is the 
large number of local people who are 
struggling with caring for loved-ones 
at home with little or no respite. 

“One of the issues we want to 
address at the meeting is the possibil¬ 
ity of day care for this needy, people 
group. 

Responsibility 

“Also on the agenda is day care pos¬ 
sibilities for the elderly who are not 
dementia sufferers.” 

As financial cuts from Government 
begin to filter through, Mr Billingham 
believes the elderly and frail will be 
most exposed. “For 25 years we have 
run the Carlton and have seen huge 
shifts in care provision, but nothing 


that has happened before had the 
potential to impact on our most vul¬ 
nerable like the current economic 
measures do. 

“We have a moral responsibility to 
try to do something and although we 
cannot afford to provide free day care 
- staffing ratio implications alone are 
a big financial consideration - we 
would like to offer it on a strictly 
break-even basis." 

Mrs Jenkins, of Stourbridge, added: 
“We have all the facilities here - even 
a special shower - to meet the needs of 
day care provision and we envisage it 
could run Monday to Friday. The 
meeting will give us an indication of 
what services the local people need. 

“The measure of a society is how it 
treats its weakest and most vulnera¬ 
ble. It is atrocious that people in 


Cradley Heath and the surrounding 
locality are now having to be trans¬ 
ported over to West Bromwich, the 
nearest day care point where they can 
be looked after. 

“It’s just too far for many of the 
people who came here (The Regis) to 
travel and given the pick-ups and 
drop-offs a good proportion of their day 
out will be spent on a minibus." 

At the time of the closure council 
cabinet member for adult social care 
Councillor Linda Horton, said Mani¬ 
foldia Grange would be able to offer a 
wide range of personalised activities 
for the pensioners. She added that 
some efficiencies would be achieved 
through the loss of rental payments 
and that there had been "extensive 
consultations over several months 
with the users of the day service."

Riddle of care home 
worker’s death at 40 


MYSTERY surrounds the 
death of a 40-year-old 
care worker found with 
head injuries in Dudley. 

An investigation failed to 
reveal how Paul Davis was 
hurt, an inquest heard. 

Mr Davis was found 
unconscious in Vicarage 
Road, Woodsetton, by a 
member of the public on 
December 10, the day he was 
due at a Christmas party with 
colleagues from Court Care 
Home, in Bourne Street. 

He was taken to Russells 
Hall Hospital where he died 
of his injuries the following 


day. Black Country Coroner 
Robin Balmain recorded an 
open verdict at the inquest in 
Dudley last week. 

Mr Balmain said what 
caused Mr Davis’s injuries 
remained “a mystery”. 

A post mortem found that 
Mr Davis, of Regent Street, 
Woodsetton, had fractures 
and bruising to the skull and 
a blood clot on the brain. 

There was no evidence of 
drink or drugs, and while the 
possibility he had been 
attacked or hit by a car could 
not be ruled out, it was 
deemed unlikely. 

Mr Balmain was told the 


most likely cause was a fall.. 

Police initially investi¬ 
gated the death as it was first 
believed items belonging to 
Mr Davis were missing. 
However, these were later 
found at his home. 

Mr Balmain said: “I accept 
the cause of death, but it does 
not explain how it came to 
happen. People do not just 
fall over to this extent for no 
reason at all. We just do not 
know what happened.” 

Mr Davis worked at the 
home for eight years and was 
described by staff as “a kind 
and deeply caring man”.

All three agreed that Joe handled the event so well he 
should take over from the BBC’s David Dimbleby when he 
retires from Thursday night’s political show. 

Democratic 

Mr Griffiths, aged 40, Tory MP for Burton and Uttox- 
eter, left High Areal School in 1988 with four A-levels. Mrs 
Burt, 56, Liberal Democrat MP for Solihull, studied there 
until 1971, before A-levels at Dudley Technical College. 

Ex-pupil Richard Drew, aged 17, of Cotwall End, 
Sedgley, now a student at Stourbridge’s King Edward VI 
Sixth Form College, spotted the two MPs’ links with his 
old school during work experience at the House of 
Commons and drew it to High Areal’s attention. 

Sukhjot Dhami, school community cohesion director, 
said: “It’s our 50th anniversary year and, when we 
realised we had two MPs among our former students, we 
thought it would be great to invite them back and to stage 
our own Question Time.” 

Pupil Katie Smith asked 
if scrapping the education 
maintenance allowance 
and the increase in tuition 
fees was another nail in the 
coffin of the democratic goal 
of extending access. 

Mrs Burt, who abstained 
in the parliamentary vote 
on tuition fees, said she 
would like the government 
to look again at the issue. 

Mr Griffiths said tens of 
thousands protested about 
fees, but millions did not. 

Mr Austin received 
applause when he said: “It 
was a criminal act of van¬ 
dalism.”

Problem 
over new 
gipsy site 
removed 

WORK on a £1.6 million 
gipsy site in Tipton is to 
start within months. 

Proposals for the 
Brierley Lane site 
stalled last summer as 
travellers objected. 

Plans involved them 
moving from a 30-year-old 
site nearby, but they com¬ 
plained about having to 
move and said the fencing 
height was inadequate, 
among a string of com¬ 
plaints.

Hackett, cabinet member 
for housing, said: “The 
money to pay for the work is 
coming from a Government 
grant and there will be no 
impact on the council tax¬ 
payer.”

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I may leave town, warns says publican 
bitter about levy on late-night opening

THE landlord of two Stourbridge pubs 
has warned he could be driven out of 
town if his business is hit with a “late 
night opening” tax. 

Dave Craddock, who runs the Plough and 
Harrow, in Worcester Street, near Mary 
Stevens Park, and The Duke William, in the 
town centre’s Coventry Street, says licensees 
will struggle if plans to charge venues up to 
£4,500 a year for opening after midnight are 
given the go-ahead. 

It follows an announcement of new powers 
under the Government’s Police Reform and 
Social Responsibility Bill, currently going 
through Parliament. 

They would give councils the authority to 
impose a levy on nightspots that open after 
midnight to help cover policing costs. But Mr 


Craddock said pub managements had got it 
tough enough already, with as little as 8p in 
the pound from the drinks they sell going into 
their pockets. 

The rest - including 35 per cent in alcohol 
duty and 50 per cent in brewery charges - 
goes on overheads, said Mr Craddock, of 
Corser Street, Old-swinford. 

“I went to school here, live here and my 
first child is about to be born here,” said the 
29-year-old 

Judgment 

“I want to make my pubs, as well as the 
area in general, as nice as they can be. But 
new legislation allows local authorities to 
charge up to £4,500 a year for a licence for 
opening after midnight. 

“Although both of my pubs close before 


midnight, there are occasions when I would 
want to open up for a customer’s special occa¬ 
sion or other event, and I would still have to 
have the licence. 

“When we are already paying so much, 
that extra £4,500 could well tip it over the 
edge and I would move to Shropshire, where 
there would be no point in having the extra 
local authority tax because there is not so 
much nightlife.” 

Dudley Council’s deputy leader, Council¬ 
lor Les Jones, said: “When we see exactly 
what the law is we will have to make a judg¬ 
ment about how it might help us to manage 
the night-time economy. 

“We will have to apply the law in a way that 
is in the public interest. It would not be a way 
of us saving money but of weighing up the 
benefits to the town.” 


Tourist push 
vital for our 
region - MP 

A BLACK Country MP has called for 
a Parliamentary debate to promote 
tourism in the region. 

James Morris, Conservative MP for 
Halesowen and Rowley Regis, high¬ 
lighted the popularity of Dudley Zoo¬ 
logical Gardens and Halesowen 
Abbey in a House of Commons ques¬ 
tion. 

He said: “Tourism is actually the 
UK’s fifth biggest industry. In and 
around Halesowen and Rowley Regis 
we need to promote our tourist attrac¬ 
tions, such as Dudley Zoo and Hale¬ 
sowen Abbey in order to drive 
economic growth and create jobs. The 
coalition is developing a tourism 
strategy and it is important that the 
Black Country plays a role.” 


TV Josie 
ready for 
borough 
big day 


ACTRESS Josie Law¬ 
rence becomes a freeman 
of the borough of 
Sandwell on April 2. 

The award-winning 
actress from Old Hill will 
receive the honour at the 
same time as long-standing 
former Tory councillor Bill 
Archer will be made an hon¬ 
orary alderman.

Protests fail as market 
rents put up by council 


RENTS for stalls at 
Dudley market are to rise 
between 14p and 64p a 
day, despite ’ hopes that 
charges would be frozen 
to help traders through 
tough times. 

Stallholders at the 
council-run outdoor market 
in the town centre will see 
their rents go up between 1.5 
and two per cent from April. 

The authority says the 
prices are still among the 
lowest in the region. 

Around 60 per cent of 
stalls are occupied on the six 
days a week the market oper¬ 
ates. 

Fruit and veg seller David 
Flavell, aged 50, says stall¬ 
holders had hoped for a 
respite from council-imposed 
rises. 

“We had hoped they would 
not increase the rents this 
year but despite what they 
say about looking into ideas 
from traders about price 
freezes, they still go up,” said 
Mr Flavell. 

All stalls on Mondays, 
Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Fridays face a 1.5 per cent 
increase in rent while stalls 
on a Wednesday and Satur¬ 
day will have a two per cent 
increase.

Prices for the most expen¬ 
sive stalls on Wednesdays 
and Saturdays will range 
from around £20.25 to 
£30.62 a day or from around 
£9.23 to £14 for the cheapest 
pitches the rest of the week. 

Incentive 

Dudley Council’s cabinet 
member for personnel, legal 
and property, Councillor 
Adrian Turner, said the 
authority already offered 
financial incentives for new 
and existing traders. 

He added that the rises 
were below the rate of infla¬ 
tion.

Service 
to sell 
old fire 
engines 

A PROPOSAL to sell 
off old fire appliances 
by West Midlands Fire 
Service on the open 
market has been given 
the go-ahead. 

In the past, the fire and 
rescue authority donated 
the appliances to poor 
countries. Since 2002, 
four fire engines have 
been given to Pakistan, 
one to Romania and one 
to Cameroon. 

But at a meeting of the 
authority last week, it 
was decided to sell them 
for up to £10,000 each in 
order to claw back some 
of the cash lost from Gov¬ 
ernment cuts. 

Response 

Chairman David 
Hinton said: “We are 
ceasing to become a 
benevolent society. 

“Unfortunately, in 
these tight financial 
times, things have got to 
change. 

“We are seeking to 
maximise the value of 
these appliances on the 
market.” 

The authority’s budget 
for this year was also con¬ 
firmed at the meeting. It 
set aside £112 million for 
2011-12 compared with 
£120m last year. 

This is in response to a 
reduction of the Govern¬ 
ment grant that makes 
up about 70 per cent of 
the annual budget. The 
grant has been slashed 
by £10.164m, or 12.5 per 
cent, over two years from 
2011 to 2013. 

It is feared this could 
rise to a total cut of 37-40 
per cent up to 2014. 

Councillor Hinton has 
said this could equate to 
800 job cuts.

Stray horses hazard 
‘difficult’for council 


BOSSES at Sandwell 
Council have said they 
cannot close off open 
land where horses are 
left to wander on to a 
Tipton housing estate. 

Residents of Wednesbury 
Oak estate say more than 20 
animals regularly escape 
from Weddell Wynd through 
an 8ft gap between garages, 
roaming on to streets and 
trampling gardens. 

They have asked the 
council to block the gap, but 
it says it is public land. 

Bryan Vaughan, aged 72, 
of Andrew Road, a retired 


manager at Rockhouse 
Transmission said: “No-one 
on this estate keeps horses 
themselves, but they are 
wandering onto the streets 
from this piece of land. 

Cantering 

“Because of the open plan 
design of the estate, the 
horses are trampling 
through the gardens. There 
have been problems for 
years. The horses got out 
four times in one week, and 
seven got through on one 
day and went cantering 
down Andrew Road.” 

Mr Vaughan added: “It is 


only a matter of time before 
one of the residents or the 
horses get hurt.” 

Sandwell Council is now 
looking at the best way to 
tackle the problem at 
Weddell Wynd, which is 
jointly owned by Wolver¬ 
hampton City Council. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, 
Sandwell’s neighbourhoods 
chief, said: “It is a huge site 
and the difficulty would be 
the cost of gating and 
fencing it, as well as the fact 
it’s public open space.” 

Dudley Council has also 
come in for criticism over 
the stray horses problem. 


Facelift and a fresh 
name for day centre 


A DAY centre in Stour¬ 
bridge for adults with 
severe learning disabili¬ 
ties is closing for six 
months for refurbishing. 

Once the £1.2 million 
work is completed at the 
Amblecote Centre, it will be 
renamed The Unicorn 
Centre after The Unicorn 
pub which once stood on 
land between Brettell Lane 
and King William Street. 

It is hoped that the centre 
will be reopened in Septem¬ 
ber this year. It will be the 
only one in Dudley borough 
to offer support for people 


with severe learning dis¬ 
abilities and daytime 
support to those with the 
most complex needs. 

It is hoped it will be a 
“centre of excellence” for a 
smaller number of people 
with the most profound dis¬ 
abilities. 

Historical 

Phil Parker, Dudley 
Council spokesman, said: 
“The centre will re-open in 
September following the 
£1.2m refurbishment and 
will provide care for people 
with severe learning and 
physical disabilities. The 


internal refurbishment will 
include additional changing 
and toilet facilities. 

“It will feature sensory 
rooms and areas dedicated 
to music, art and IT.” 

Council chiefs decided on 
a new name in consultation 
with staff, service users and 
their carers to reflect the 
changing nature of the 
centre while linking it to its 
historical origins. 

The centre is on the same 
site as Amblecote House 
residential care home, 
which has been earmarked 
for closure.

MP’s blast for 
cuts in police 


DUDLEY North MP Ian 
Austin has criticised Gov¬ 
ernment plans that will see 
1,100 police disappear from 
West Midlands streets. 

Planned cuts will see 
1,100 frontline police offi¬ 
cers’ posts and 1,100 staff 
jobs axed in the region. 

Mr Austin said the previ¬ 
ous Labour government 
left a record number of 
police officers, helping to 
reduce crime by 43 per 
cent. 

Since the Tory-led coali¬ 
tion took office 2,000 full 
time police officers’ jobs 
had been axed, prior to the 
announcement of the Gov¬ 
ernment’s 20 per cent cut to 


police funding, added Mr 
Austin. 

The cuts will also mean a 
cut in the number of 
PCSOs. 

“The Tories and Lib 
Dems have failed to protect 
policing and the fight 
against crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour,” said Mr 
Austin. 

“These are reckless cuts 
which will hit our area 
hard. 

“I promise that I will 
stand up for the hard 
working law abiding 
majority and fight the Gov¬ 
ernment’s unwanted 
upheaval and weakening of 
our police force.” 


DUDLEY’S Russell Hall Hospital heads the West Midlands list for can¬ 
celling operations at the last minute, according to new figures. Staff 
cancelled 319 appointments between October and December 2010, com¬ 
pared with 121 in neighbouring Sandwell and West Birmingham Trust, 
which includes Rowley Regis Hospital. 

Non-clinical causes of cancellations across the Midlands were cited as staff 
shortages, increased emergency activity and a lack of beds. 

During the same three-month period, 91 procedures were called off by Mid-Stafford¬ 
shire Hospital trust, 84 by The Royal Wolverhampton Hospitals, 25 by Walsall Hospitals 
and 152 by Worcestershire Acute Hospitals NHS Trust. 

Paula Clark, chief executive of Dudley Group of Hospitals NHS Foundation Trust, 
which runs Russells Hall Hospital, said: “We make every effort to carry out operations on 
the day they are planned. However, there are some occasions when this is not possible. 

“Reasons include an 
emergency during a surgery 
session, running out of time 
to carry out the operation, or 
a consultant or anesthetist 
being unavailable. 

“We did experience a 
higher number of cancelled 
operations during Decem¬ 
ber, in particular due to 
capacity and demand on the 
hospital,” Ms Clark added. 

The chief operating officer 
of Sandwell and West Birm¬ 
ingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust, Richard Kirby said: 

“We work hard to keep can¬ 
cellations to a minimum. 

Apologise 

“When procedures for 
patients who are fit for 
surgery are cancelled it is 
usually due to other opera¬ 
tions turning out to be more 
complex and taking more 
theatre time than expected, 
or higher than expected 
levels of emergency activity 
leading to shortages of beds 
or theatre time.” 

Medical director of Mid 
Staffordshire NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust, Manjit Obhrai, 
said: “We regret that some 
operations do have to be 
cancelled and apologise for 
any inconvenience caused.” 

Reasons included a lack of 
available beds at Stafford 
Hospital, he added.

BRITAIN’S unemployment rose 
by 44,000 in the three months to 
December to 2.49 million, with 
the biggest increase in the West 
Midlands. 

The region saw 28,000 more people 
join the jobless queues and a 261,000 
adults now out of work. 

At 9.8 per cent, the West Midlands has 
one of the highest local unemployment 
rates in the UK, where the average is 7.9 
per cent. 

The number of people claiming Job¬ 
seeker’s Allowance increased by 2,400 
last month to 1.46 million, the Office for 
National Statistics said last week. 

The figures vary because not everyone 


classed as unemployed can claim the 
allowance. In Dudley, the claimant 
figure rose 588 to 9,767, or 5.1 per cent of 
the working population, and in Kidder¬ 
minster and Wyre Forest it jumped 215 
to 2,354 or 3.8 per cent. There was also a 
jump in Walsall of 376 to 10,148 or 6.4 
per cent. 

Negotiate 

Sandwell saw an increase of 459 to 
12,876, or seven per cent of the working 
population, while Wolverhampton saw 
an increase, of 472, to 11,292 or 7.4 per 
cent. 

The figures were released a day after 
new figures revealed inflation rose to 
four per cent in January. 

The ONS said average earnings were 


rising slower than inflation, with figures 
revealing they increased by just 1.8 per 
cent in the year to December. This is 
down from 2.1 per cent the month before. 

Workers were typically paid £456 a 
week in total in December. 

Experts warned that the worsening 
figures serve to show the fragility of the 
labour market, with workers lucky to be 
in a job rather than being in a position to 
negotiate higher wages. 

The youth unemployment rate swelled 
to 20.5 per cent, up 1.5 per cent on the 
quarter and the highest figure since com¬ 
parable records began in 1992. 

The number of young people out of 
work is at 965,000, the highest figure 
since modern records began. 


Red tape 
thwarts 
clean-up 
of graffiti 


VILLAGE volunteers 
have been banned from 
cleaning graffiti from 
vandalised canal bridges 
in South Staffordshire 
because of health and 
safety red tape. 

Members of Wombourne’s 
Best Kept Village committee 
have been ordered to take 
specialist training before 
they are allowed to scrub off 
spray paint. 

The bridges near Ouns- 
dale Road and Giggetty 
Lane have been targeted by 
vandals, but the volunteers 
still hope to better last year’s 
second place finish in the 
Staffordshire competition. 

Chemicals 

British Waterways, which 
owns the structures, has not 
agreed to fund its own clean¬ 
up, and fears that chemicals 
will leak into the water if 
volunteers do it. 

Councillor Jackie Granger 
added: “We’ve come to a 
grinding halt, but we’d like 
to have it done by the time 
judges visit in May. 

“British Waterways can’t 
do it because of the cost, so 
we’re discussing the possi¬ 
bility of them training us to 
do it. It is frustrating.” 

Stephen Hardy, of British 
Waterways, said: “We 
welcome the interest that 
Wombourne residents have 
shown. However, removing 
graffiti from canal bridges is 
a task that requires special¬ 
ist attention. 

“It carries a risk of damag¬ 
ing the historic brickwork or 
causing pollution and harm 
to wildlife. 

“Our volunteering team 
are making efforts to meet 
the group at Wombourne to 
discuss the activities they 
can get involved with.” 


Link to old 
priory with 
naming of 
new roads 


NEW street names for a £37 
million housing development on 
the site of Dudley’s former North 
Priory estate will be inspired by an 
historic landmark,. 

Work on the £lm first phase of the 
314-home project started last year 
after a £5.5m grant from the Homes 
and Community Agency. 

There are 100 homes in the first stage. 
Developer Bromford is building 63 afford¬ 
able homes, 56 of them for rent and seven 
for first-time buyers on lower incomes. 

Another developer, Keepmoat Homes, 
will build 37 properties which will be put up 
for sale. 

Dudley Council revealed that it has come 
up with seven street names for the new 
development which all have associations 
with the Priory of St James’s, which was 
founded in the area in the 12th century. 


Street names include Bradfield Way, 
after the Church of Bradfield which was 
bestowed to the priory, Webley Grove, after 
John Webley who was the Prior of Dudley 
between 1535 and 1539, and Shrewsbury 
Place, after the Prior in 1539-40, Thomas 
Shrewsbury. 

Hackett Drive is named in honour of the 
Chapel of Cofton Hackett given to the 
priory. 

Occupied 

The ruined Dudley Priory, which has 
Grade 1 listed status, lies in what is now 
Priory Park. 

Council chiefs say the new housing devel¬ 
opment is progressing well. The Keepmoat 
sales centre is set to open in the next few 
weeks and two show homes will be ready lin 
the spring 

Six properties will be ready for sale in 
late spring while the first rented properties 
will be available by summer. All properties 
in the first phase will be 
completed by summer 2012. 

More than 270 homes 
which once occupied the site 
were demolished in 2009 to 
make way for the new 
scheme. 

Developers moved on to 
the North Priory site in 
August last year. 

Dudley Council’s cabinet 
member for transportation, 
Councillor Angus Adams 
was being asked to formally 
approve the allocation of the 
new road names this week. 


Battle to save team 

MORE than 150 people have signed a petition against 
Dudley Council’s decision to scrap an 11-strong team 
which pro vides help and support to volunteers. 

Campaigners have collected signatures from residents 
on the Castle and Priory ward who are angry that the com¬ 
munity renewal team will be abolished under council 
budget cuts. The petition calls for Dudley Council to 
“revise its decision in the budget that sees the deletion of 
the community renewal unit”. 

The decision came to light at a meeting of the cabinet, 
confirmed by the member for community services, Coun¬ 
cillor Lesley Faulkner.

Councillor Liz Walker, 
cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren’s services, said: 
“The council very much 
views the work of the 
Connexions Service as a 
crucial area of support 
for young people and has 
no intention of stopping 
information, advice and 
guidance. 

“We are committed to 
ensure the Connexions 
Service continues and 
will continue to provide a 
range of support services 
to young people.” 

Prospects Services 
declined to comment.

Pubs face action 
over TV football 


DOZENS of pubs across 
Dudley have been issued 
warnings or face court action 
over alleged illegal screenings 
of Premier League football. 

Prosecution officers from the 
Premier League’s monitoring 
firm, the Media Protection Serv¬ 
ices, have been carrying out 
checks in pubs in recent months. 

Officials are clamping down on 
pubs screening satellite broad¬ 
casts from European Union coun¬ 


tries such as Albania and Greece. 

Dudley borough was described 
as a “hotbed” for the sale of illegal 
viewing cards which allow foreign 
TV channels to be broadcast 
through British satellite boxes. 
Media Protection Services 
spokesman Ray Hoskins branded 
the cards a “con” that would land 
licensees in trouble. 

The council is awaiting the 
outcome of European Court of 
Justice proceedings involving 
Portsmouth landlady Karen 


Murphy. She is contesting a 
ruling that she was showing 
matches illegally using a card 
from a Greek satellite broad¬ 
caster, and won the crucial 
backing of Europe’s Advocate- 
General on February 3. 

“We will find out the judgment 
in around three to four months 
but in the meantime pubs will 
still be showing matches illegally 
if they continue using cards for 
foreign broadcasts,” Mr Hoskins 
said.

Heat is on as Helen 
finds the diagnosis

A KIDDERMINSTER 
woman is turning up the 
heat with a new veteri¬ 
nary diagnostic tool. 

Helen Morrell hopes to see 
the Veterinary Thermal 
Imaging service rolled out 
across the country. 

It is claimed to be the UK’s 
first such all-species device and 
can be used on all sorts of crea¬ 
tures, from cats, dogs and horses 
through livestock and on to zoo 
or marine life. 

The VTI provides a visual 
management tool for diagnosing, 
monitoring and treating injury, 
illness and disease. 

Using a specially designed 



camera it detects heat emitted 
from the animal, turning it into 
electrical pulses. 

These pulses are assigned a 
colour, depending on the temper¬ 


ature readings — the various 
colours will flag up problem 
areas. 

Use of the device quickly pin¬ 
points where an animal is in 
pain, limiting distress. 

Veterinary Thermal Imaging 
(VTI) VTI works under a code of 
conduct prescribed by the Royal 
College of Veterinary Surgeons 
and is an extension to diagnostic 
tools such as x-rays, MRI scans 
and Ultrasound. 

Course 

Mrs Morrell, founder of VTI 
and a veterinary physiothera¬ 
pist, was the first person from 
the UK to be accepted onto the 
thermal imaging course at the

University of Florida’s vet school 
last year. 

“VTI is a great opportunity for 
UK animal professionals and 
owners to use a service that is 
non-invasive, emits no radiation, 
can be repeated as often as 
required and can eliminate the 


need for other expensive investi¬ 
gations,” said 35-year-old Mrs 
Morrell. 

‘VTI is an effective, low cost, 
mobile solution that reveals 
where an animal’s problems lie, 
fast and without causing pain or 
distress. 

Traditional 

“We don’t replace traditional 
veterinary services but rather 
enhance them,” added Mrs 
Morrell, who used to live in Kid¬ 
derminster and Bliss Gate but is 
now in Oxfordshire with her 
husband and two-year-old son. 

“Whilst most diagnostic tests 
focus on specific anatomical 
areas, and require a degree of

disruption before anything can 
be picked-up, our method 
addresses the physiology of the 
animal which can change prior to 
any major anatomical disrup¬ 



tion,” said Mrs Morrell, who is 
looking at franchising the 
service. 

“This being the case, you can 
apply the stitch in time philoso¬ 
phy, hopefully saving money, 
stress and your animal’s discom¬ 
fort.” 

It’s claimed that a full VTI 
appraisal can be cheaper than an 
x-ray. It also pinpoints issues for 
treatment or further tests, deter¬ 
mines the extent of an injury 
allows an owner to monitor treat¬ 
ment progress and can even pin¬ 
point the reason for behaviour 
problems, many of them being 
seated in pain.

The block, which 
has lain empty for 
decades, includes four 
stables, tack rooms, 
coach house, work¬ 
shop and grooms’ 
accommodation. 


One in five town centre shops now lie abandoned 


ONE in five shops in the West Midlands are 
now vacant, and retail experts warn that 
some high streets will never return to their 
pre-recession days. 

Town centre vacancy rates nationally 
rose from 12 per cent at the end of 2009 to 
14.5 per cent at the end of 2010, according 


to the Local Data Company. In the West 
Midlands the overall figure is 19 per cent, 
with up to 25 per cent in worst-hit areas. 

Figures from October- January show 17 
per cent of units vacant in Brierley Hill, 20 
per cent in Dudley eight per cent in Stour¬ 
bridge and four per cent in Halesowen. 


Dudley Council deputy leader Les Jones 
said: “Obviously the recession has affected 
all sorts of retail businesses everywhere.”

IT WAS cheers all round as workers 
started the painstaking process of restor¬ 
ing a landmark Dudley church. 

The first stage of a project to transform 
and reopen St John’s Church, in Kates Hill, 

Dudley, started last week. Costs for the 
works could stretch to £1 million. 

A preservation society, formed to try and 
reopen the church which shut in 2002 due 
to safety fears, has helped raise about 
£31,000 towards the first phase of work. 

Contractors Elcock and Wood began the 


first phase by installing a lightning con¬ 
ductor to the roof and clearing debris from 
the drains around the Grade II listed build¬ 
ing. The church in St John’s Road roof will 
then be waterproofed. 

Plans are also being drawn up to restore 
the lychgate entrance to the church, where 
Black Country boxing legend William 
Perry - the Tipton Slasher - is buried. 

Society chairman Deb Brownlee said: 
“We really needed to get to this point 
because people had been so generous.” 


FOREIGNERS who settle in 
Britain should be prepared to 
“speak English, pay their way and 
play by the rules”, says a Dudley 
MP. 

Labour MP Ian Austin backed com¬ 
ments made by Prime Minister David 
Cameron about multiculturalism. 

Now Mr Austin has called for a debate on 
citizenship and “what it means to be 
British”. He believes Britain needs to 
promote its national identity. 

Mr Cameron said there was a need for a 
stronger national identity to stop people 
turning to extremism - and an end to 
“state multiculturalism” encouraging dif¬ 
ferent communities to live separate lives. 

Values 

In Parliament Mr Austin called for a 
Commons debate on what he described as 
an “important speech” by Mr Cameron. 

The Dudley North MP said it was crucial 
that the country should “discuss how we 
can build a much stronger sense of what it 
means to be British”. 

This, he said, is ‘based on the contribu¬ 
tion that people are prepared to make - 
whether they want to work hard, play by 
the rules, pay their way, whether they are 
prepared to speak English, because that is 
the only way to play a full role in British 
society, and their commitment to the great 
British values of democracy, equality, 
freedom, fairness and tolerance”. 

Labour’s shadow justice secretary Sadiq 
Khan accused Mr Cameron of effectively 
“writing propaganda for the EDL”.

RENEWED plans for a three-storey 
teaching block and dining hall at a 
Dudley school have been backed by 
council planners. 

Hillcrest School and Community 
College, in Netherton, wants to proceed 
with the development on land next to the 
playing fields. 

The proposals have been recommended 
for approval by Dudley Council’s develop¬ 
ment control committee. 

The plans are a modified version of a 
previous application which was given the 
nod in 2008. The school is now looking to 
increase its yearly intake from 180 pupils 
to 210.

The plans will also see a two-storey 
dining room built on part of the existing 
car park.

Both buildings at the Simms Lane 
school will also contain a freestanding sun 
screen, which will be built following the 
curve of the teaching block. 

The existing dining room dates from 
1958 when the school was built and only 
caters for 150 pupils. 

It means the main hall also has to be 
used at lunch times as up to 400 pupils 
could be on one sitting.

One in million illness 
kills Scout leader 


A GRIEVING widow has 
spoken about her husband’s 
death from a sudden and dev¬ 
astating brain illness that 
strikes “one in a milli on”. 

Scout leader and father-of- 
three Stuart Hanslow, aged 53, 
was being treated for stress and 
depression as he became forget¬ 
ful. But he was diagnosed with 
“sporadic” Creutzfeldt-Jakob 
Disease (CJD), a version caused 
by random changes in the brain, 
three hours before he died. 

Tests following his death, at 


Queen Elizabeth Hospital, Birm¬ 
ingham, on January 28, have 
eliminated the variant of CJD 
caused by eating infected meat. 

IT consultant Mr Hanslow’s 
widow Jo, 52, said at the family 
home in Habberley Road, Kidder¬ 
minster: “He was going downhill 
quite quickly and by Christmas 
his speech had gone. If he tried to 
say a sentence, it was like a record 
being played backwards.” 

Stourbridge-bred Mr Hanslow 
was admitted to Russells Hall 
Hospital, Dudley, but transferred 


to the Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
on January 27. 

Mrs Hanslow was given the 
CJD diagnosis just three hours 
before he died. “They are 99 per 
cent sure it was sporadic CJD, 
which affects one person in a 
million,” said Mrs Hanslow, a 
sales assistant at Marks & 
Spencer in Kidderminster. 

Mr Hanslow was troop leader of 
the 8th Kidderminster St John’s 
Scout Group and his children are 
Samantha, aged 23, Daniel, 20, 
and Drew, 15.

When you get 
your potatoes 
home, set the 
tubers out in 
egg boxes or 
the bottom of

large pots or 
gro-sacs 


H ome-grown pota¬ 
toes are enjoyed by 
most gardeners 
nowadays as you can buy 
half a dozen tubers at a time 
and you don’t need allot¬ 
ment space in which to 
grow them. 

Potatoes grow quite happily in 
large pots or Miracle-Gro Potato 
gro-sacs placed on a sunny patio 
or balcony. 

Buy your favourite varieties of 
seed potato from your local garden 
centre in February before they sell 
out. Popular earlies’ include Pent- 
land Javelin, Rocket or Duke of 
York. 

Always remove potato tubers 
from the netting bag they have 
been supplied in immediately. 


If you allow the shoots to grow 
through the netting they will be 
snapped off as soon as the bag is 
opened. When you get your pur¬ 
chase home, set the tubers out in 
egg boxes or the bottom of a seed 
tray and keep them somewhere in 
good light that is cool and frost- 
free. 

This technique, called chitting, 
will encourage the potatoes to 
produce sturdy shoots ready for 
planting out later. 

It’s not too early to sow seeds of 
tomatoes, especially those for 
growing in a greenhouse or con¬ 
servatory. While you will be able to 
buy seedling plants of common 
varieties such as Alicante and 
Moneymaker from your garden 
centre in April, it is much more dif¬ 
ficult to find ready-grown plants of 
unusual varieties such as Incas 


and Roma (early-ripening plum¬ 
shaped continental variety) or 
Beefeater and Brandywine (giant 
‘beefsteak’ variety). 

These are the types to sow your¬ 
self, so you have the plants you 
need to tantalise your family’s 
tastebuds. 

For great results sow in Miracle- 
Gro Gro Your Own Seed & Cutting 
Compost and keep in warm condi¬ 
tions on a windowsill so that they 
don’t grow too leggy after germi¬ 
nation. 

Cover spring cabbages with 
fleece to encourage new growth 
and to protect them from pigeon 
damage.

Comedy is not black and 
white for Jim and Matt 


Unlikely partners in laughter tell 

LEON BURAKOWSKI how 

they developed mutual respect 

C ONTROVERSIAL comedian Jim Davidson 
has been accused of being racist, sexist 
and even anti-disabled but he will be 
taking the accusations head on in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton this spring. 

The 58-year-old East End comic has been to Wolver¬ 
hampton many times, he married (and then divorced) 
a Wolverhampton girl, fourth wife Tracy Hilton. 

But this time instead of a comedy gig at the Civic 
Hall, he will be treading the boards at the Grand 
Theatre, starring in a play he wrote himself which looks 
at the serious side of comedy. 

The comic with four ex-wives and several children to 
support, and who was nearly bankrupted by an eye¬ 
watering tax bill, is challenging audiences to examine 
what makes them laugh in Stand Up And Be Counted! 
at the Grand from April 9, for a week. 

Written during Davidson’s self- 
imposed exile in Dubai, he will be per¬ 
forming stand-up comedy and looking 
for lots of laughs. 

However, it will not be as Jim but in 
character as washed-up old comic 
Eddie Pearce, a character so loath¬ 
some and bigoted that he makes 
Davidson look like Eddie Izzard. 

And he will be facing competition for 
laughs from a hard-hitting young black 
comedian, Earl T Laurence, played by 
Matt Blaize, who is a star of the London 
stand-up comedy circuit. 

Other characters include a gay icon 
and a reality TV bimbo thrown together 
with the two comedians to perform at 
an Aids victims benefit concert. 

Davidson and Blaize may seem as 
different as Chalky and cheese but the 
two have developed a mutual respect, 
though that was not always the case. 

“I remember Jim on TV when I was a 
kid. Whenever he did that exaggerated 
‘Chalky’ character voice I would get hell 
in the playground the next day,” says 



Matt. The two met when playing differ¬ 
ent parts of the same venue, Davidson 
in the big room upstairs and Blaize in 
the small comedy club. 

“Matt came up to me and gave me a 
stiff talking to about old school come¬ 
dians, like young guys do. I said ‘oh 
b****s’ what do you know?”’ says Jim. 

“Then we actually got to know each 
other. I went to see his act and I did find 
him funny. It’s as if he makes it up at that 
moment. Matt’s stuff was genuine, from 
the heart, and I believed every word. 

Insurance 

“The fact that he had 150 people 
downstairs while I had 2,000 upstairs, 
that’s going to change one day. He will 
be ringing me up saying ‘do you want a 
support gig’. . . this is an insurance 
policy!” 

When he needed a sparring partner 
for his play, Blaize was the natural 
choice but he got a baptism of fire, 
preparing for the play and honing his 
act in front of Davidson’s audience as a 


surprise support act. “Matt’s been 
working my lot and, I tell you, some of 
those front rows ... you couldn’t make 
one proper human out of the whole lot 
of them,” says Jim. 

East Ender Blaize has 10 years expe¬ 
rience compared to the older comic’s 
five decades in show business. 

Asked why he put himself in front of 
a potentially hostile audience, he ex¬ 
plains: “It is very easy to preach to the 
converted. What’s controversial about 
saying things to people who want to 
hear it - try saying it to people who 
don’t want to hear it. Yeah, but I haven’t 
yet got Jim to perform in Brixton in front 
of 300 angry Rastafarians” 

Blaize appreciates Davidson’s craft, 
his timing and way he can work a crowd 
and Davidson responds: “Matt is a 
better comic than me when I started 
out. I just did joke after joke after joke. 

“Cartoon black accent, silly Irish 
accent. Now I’ve been doing it for 45 
years and I am a good performer tech¬ 
nically.” The comedian, who first found

fame on TV talent show New Faces in 
the early 1970s, revealed that it was 
money and girls that fired his ambition. 

“If I saw a good comic then, my first 
thought was ‘I’ve got to be funnier than 
him’, he says. “I have been a star not 
because of my ability to make people 
laugh but because of my ability to make 
other people money. 

“But after New Faces I told my mum 
she would never have to work again, 
and she didn’t... the lazy cow!” 

Shocking 

The play is about the clash of culture, 
generations and race but both men 
agree people should think about what 
makes them laugh. Matt says: “Com¬ 
edy is going full circle with comedians 
prepared to say the most shocking 
things but that’s OK because it is ‘iron¬ 
ic’.” Jim adds: “The difference between 
me and the character I play is that Eddie 
doesn’t know what is offensive. I do. 
What we say on stage has conse¬ 
quences.”

Evolution ... not 
revolution for A6 



Models are packed with kit 


I T’S EASY to make all the right noises about becom¬ 
ing number one in your field, but turning those brave 
words into success is another matter altogether. 

For car manufacturers it is a never-ending quest for more 
sales and a bigger slice of the market. 

But the good news for car buyers like you and me is that the 
product on display in the showroom is better than ever. 

Audi’s new A6 is a perfect example of this. There’s a good chance 
you’ll remember the last-generation car: it was a popular beast, 
particularly in highly practical Sportback form. 

Sector 

As a middleweight in the executive sector it was bang on the 
money, so why the need for a new one? 

Time, and indeed the competition, waits for no-one in this kind 
of market, so to counterthe recently-introduced BMW 5-Series and 
the still-young Mercedes-Benz E-Class, Audi has wheeled out the 
third chapter in the A6 story. 

One glance is all you’ll need to recognise that it’s an A6: no 
current owner is going to be shocked by its appearance, though 
you’d be forgiven for mistaking 



one for its bigger brother, the 
A8. 

With a more prominent grille 
and wider front wheelarches 
the front of the A6 has consid¬ 
erably more presence, and 
looks like a more muscle- 
bound machine. There’s a 
gentle sweep towards the rear 
and a neat tail end, and the 
details are finished with the 
precision and attention to detail 
you would expect. It looks 


smarter but not vulgar. 

Time and effort has clearly 
been spent on aerodynamics, 
which reflects the other big 
factor in the A6’s rebirth: Effi¬ 
ciency. Every new car must 
offer a significant improvement 
in terms of emissions and fuel 
economy compared to its 
predecessor, and the A6 does 
so regardless of the power- 
plant. Grabbing the headlines 
is the 2.0-litre TDI model, likely 


No current owner is going 

to be the UK’s best seller. 

Although it does without the 
quattro four-wheel drive 
system that delivers superior 
traction and handling, the more 
modest 175bhp and 280lb.ft of 
torque of the 2.0-litre TDI 
manages fine without. Not that 
it is a slowcoach by any means: 
0-62mph takes a scant 8.7 
seconds and the top speed of 
141 mph in more than sufficient. 

But this front-wheel drive 


to be shocked by the appearance of the muscular new A6 


version is significantly lighter as 
a result, helped by the use of 
aluminium in the bodyshell. 
Audi claims the A6 is 15 per 
cent lighter than an equivalent 
all-steel version. 

Combined with the efficiency 
measures including stop/start, 
the A6 is capable of remarkably 
economy and emissions 
figures despite the brisk per¬ 
formance: a C02 rating of just 
129g/km is comparable with 


much smaller cars and attracts 
modest annual Vehicle Excise 
Duty, while the combined 
economy figure of 57.6mpg is 
pleasing. 

This balance of performance 
and economy is obvious. The 
instant torque means there’s no 
need to stir the gearlever fre¬ 
quently to make respectable 
progress, and even when 
pushed the four-cylinder diesel 
is quiet and smooth.
